In the other sections it is provided that the
Commissioners shall meet onco a month; shall
advertise three weeks for plans and proposals;
shall determine what portion of the buildings
shall he first put up, and shall give the con-

tract to the lowest bidder, to be approved by
Councils. Also,' that a tax shall be levied
on all property in Philadelphia sufficient to
raise $300,000 per annum; and that $10,000
shall be appropriated at the present time to
procure plans, speetllcations, etc., the amount
to be reimbursed out of the appropriations of

S(iH. On the question of site, the Committee
decided in favor of Independence Square. The
Commissioners were not named, but they will
he acted upon at the next meeting of the Com-

mittee.
